Dampen the bowl, apply 
the cornstarch and leave it on an hour or so. It should draw 
out the stain but the cornstarch must be damp. This has 
worked great for me on all materials. - WILMA. 
DEAR FRIENDS — The finish on the wood w ill have 
something to do with the way anything works on the iodine 
stain. Heavy varnish or shellac would be a protection and 
probably make the stain easier to remove while unfinished 
wood has nothing to prevent the penetration of a stain. It 
might be very difficult to remove unless one wants to try 
sanding. — POLLY. 
DEAR PO LLY — For the first time I have been knitting 
with two strands of yarn knitted at the same time. I dis­ 
covered that by slipping a small plastic marker or ring over 
the two ends before starting my work helps keep the two 
yarns closer together and the ring is just pushed along ahead 
of the knitting. — MRS.D.I.

Cease-Fire Controls

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Life upon the campus is 
exceedingly 
placid 
this 
semester. 
The 
college 
rebellions 
and 
demon­ 
strations of the recent past 
have been all but nonexistent 
thus far. 
One assumption is that 
students no longer have 
cause for protest. But that 
doesn’t bear up under close 
scrutiny. 


A better case can be made 
that young scholars of today 
simply are less concerned 
about the issues that once 
galvanized the student body. 
I was reading not long ago 
that more than 350,000 Viet­ 
namese soldiers have been 
killed or wounded since the 
cease-fire in that country 
took effect some 20 months 
ago. 


Obviously, the fact that no 
Americans were among the 
casualties softens the impact 
of these appalling statistics 
in the United States. 
It is clear, however, that 
the 
Vietnam 
peace 
agreement now ranks as the 
bloodiest 
ceasefire 
in 
history, and is a continuing 
threat 
to 
international 
stability. 
Therefore, it cannot 
be 


viewed as purely a parochial 
bloodletting. 
The danger is that under 
the so-called escalator—or 
domino —effect the Vietnam 
truce will spread to other 
parts of Southeast Asia. 
If that 
happens, 
entire 
Orient 
could 
become 
engulfed in a cease-fire. 
Five years or so ago. I feel 
certain. 
U.S. 
college 
students would have been so 
aroused by this carnage they 
would have organized a 
“Stop 
the 
C easefire” 
movement. 
There would have been a 
massive “ Ban the Truce” 
march on Washington, with 
picketing
